Government Plans 
For Newspapers In 
An Emergency 


Home Secretary Sir Samuel Hoare declared 
recently that it would be essential for the Press to 
continue publication in wartime and to give “un- 
doctored” news to help retain public confidence. 

Speaking at the Newspaper Society dinner at 
Grosvenor House, London, he said steps would cer- 
tainly be taken to protect the Press from so great 
a withdrawal of trained workers as would interfere 
with the maintenance of a proper news service. 

Sir Samuel, after dealing with: censorship in 
peace-time, to which he was strongly opposed, said 
that the Government of the day would decide the 
question. of censorship in war-time.

He would, however, give his views as 
they were now.

NAZIS: GAOL 
BRITON 


A British subject; Charles Her- 
mann, was sentenced to cight 
months’ imprisonment at a special 
Berlin court—because he had in- 
ferred that he was not impressed 
by German soldiers, 

. He was accused of spreading 
untrue “atrocity” stories. Her- 
mann is alleged to have declared 
at_a dinner, party that: “The old 
officers won't have anything to do 
{| with Germany and are leaving the 
country,” and that German sol- 
diers are “worse than foreign 
soldiers,” and badly dressed.

“Jt is much wiser to adopt the later 
lessons of the war and to keep the.cen- 
sorship, as a part of a war-time Minis- 
try of Information, in the closest possi- 
ble, touch not only with the Press but 
also with the wireless, the films and 
the other instruments of publicity. 

“These observations show my gener- 
al attitude towards Press questions. 
They are founded on the principle that 
I always attempt to apply, of co-opera- 
tion rather than dictation. 

“It is a principle that has been trod- 
den under foot in more than one great 
country of the world. Let us show 
here that not only is it morally sound. 
but that it is also practically more 
efficient than any system of dictator- 
ship. monopoly or jack-booted suppres- 
sion.” 

In his references to peace-time cen- 
sorship, Sir Samuel said that the Home 
Secretary, the residuary legatee of 
Government functions, had a special 
interest in Press questions, and was 
the Minister responsible for the police 
side of the Official Secrets Act. 
~ An Official Secrets Act was essential 
to safeguard Budget secrets, contracts, 
etc. apart from Defence secrets. 

“But you have been anxious lest it 
should be used for suppressing the li- 
bertv of the Press and destroying the 
traditions of British journalism,” he 
continued. 

“I have realised the depth of these 
anxieties and I shall be in a few weeks 
moving the second reading of the Bill 
in the House of Commons that (1) 
maintains the need for safeguarding 
the State against the disclosure of 
secrets and (2) restricts the use of the 
special powers of interrogation to 
espionage cases. : 

“The. Bill should be a. permanent 
safeguard.to the Press and a perman- 
ent safeguard.that will not endanger 
the security of the State.. 


“BEYOND EVEN CHURCHILL” 

The Bill,.in fact, expresses my own 
attitude, as Home Secretary, towards 
the Press. I have recently been asked 
questions about censorship in the 
House of Commons, 

“Censorship is very tempting, but I 
am against it. It makes unreliable 
papers. 

*It makes discredited papers. 

“It makes dull papers. For example, 
the ‘British Gazette.’ Not even Mr 


.| Churchill could make it readable. 


“T have had my share of Pross criti- 
cism. Being human, I. believe -that 
some‘of # has. been very misinformed 
But be that as it may, I would rathe: 
have the criticism of a free Press thar. 
the adulation of a ‘kept’ Press. 

Sir Samuel concluded: “I have 
spoken of war preparations, but I dc 
not wish you.to go away with the ides 
that war is inevitable” e.”

In. Berlin I have just engaged 
in a frank, man-to-man talk 
with an ‘official of some rank and 
authority in the Hitler ° regime. 


Our conversation covered those 
very subjects which I believe the 
man-in-the-street in our country 
would earnestly like to discuss 
with the man-in-the- street in 
Nazi Germany. 


It was a purely unofficial talk, 


for that reason it was possible to | 


achieve a frankness, a direct appeal: 
to humanity, which political con- 
ferences can rarely attain. 


I came away convinced that, if 
war is to be avoided, we must ham- 
. mer through to the people of Ger- 
many--misirformed, plied with pro- 
paganda aboitt “encirclement”? — 
the truth about our attitude to their 
nation, 


J had arrived in Berlin on a pure- 
iy private visit. But I was soon 
the subject of an inquiry of a semi- 
official nature.> 


Germany is keenly anxious to 
know what the men and women and 
the leaders of Britain are thinking 
at this moment. 

Pershaps the questions of my 
German visitor will be all the more 
illuminating if I record them pre- 
cisely as he put them to me. 

When he first asked me for my. 
- opinions I said to him, “Are you 
asking me for the point of view of 
the British man-in-the-street?” | 

He replied that he was. 

“What is Britain’s mission in 
‘Easter “Europe?” he- went on. 
What ig the real purpose of your 
negotiations with Russia?” 


THE LITTLE FELLOW’ 


“Let me try to explain it to you 
by an everyday illustration.” If 
_answered. 

“We in Britain don’t like the bul- 
dying which has been going on in 
Europe, We have always taken the 
side of the little fellow in a fight. 
And we feel that the little fellow 
has been having a bad time in 
Europe recently. 

“When there is street fight in our 
country the onlookers gather round 
and combine to restore peace and 
see that the weaker man doesn’t 
suffer a beating. 

“That is why we want Russia in 
+o help keep the peace.” 

He switched to Danzig. What 
did the British people think about 
.Germany’s claims there?” 

I said, “Danzig is an arguable 
‘case, But, we believe that argu- 
ments can be settled justly and 
peaceably by discussion.” 

Then, still speaking as a man in 
the street, I added bluntly. “But if 
Germany tried a tour de force in 


Danzig then we should be prepared 


to a fight.” ” 
ae ‘DANZIG ASSURANCE?

“But you don’t thin’: that the 
Fuehrer has misled England?” he 
persisted. 


I told him that British men—and 
women—very definitely were of the 
opinion that Herr Hitler deliberate- 
ly broke his word over Czechoslo- 
vakia. I tried to impress upon him 
that the seizure of Czechoslovakia 
had altered entirely the feeling 
in my country towards Germany. 


I insisted that in Britain we be- 
lieved firmly that Germany had 
reached the. limit of the coups 
against smaller nations which we 
could allow her to carry out un- 
opposed. . 


“As a nation Britain has always 
rallied—will always rally—for ‘a 
principle, : 

“And now everyone in our nation 
js convinced that a very. important’ 
principle is involved—the imposing 
of the will of the stronger upon the 
weak.” 

My questioner then turned to the 
problems of trade, particularly in 
Eastern Europe. : 

“Germany must 
trading with these countries,” 
insisted. 

“Can’t tyou believe that jwe in 
England honestly desire a pro-: 
sperous Germany?” J asked. ‘No 
‘one in my country will try to pre- 
vent Germany expanding her_trade | © 
by legitimate, peaceful methods, 
But am I not right in saying that 
you need political as well as 
economic domination?” 

His reply was: “If I said yes?”

He then returned to the argument 
that there was a conspiracy to en- 
circle Germany, isolate her go that 
she could be broken by starvation. 

“We must, be given back our 
colonies,” he declared. “We laid 
down our ayms in 1918 on that un- 
derstanding.”

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IBATTLE OF CHINESE LEGAL. 


Chungking, To-day. 


Chinese legal tender has won the war. with the Jap- 
anese yen, declared a spokesman of the Minis- 
try of Finance yesterday ina press interview.. 


The spokesman pointed out that though the official 
exchange rate of the yen in Tokyo was suppos- 
ed to be Is. 2d., in Shanghai it had dropped to 
7.11/32d., and 100 yen could be exchanged for 
only $89 Chinese currency. 


The Japanese policy of substi- 
tuting bogus notes issued by the 
“Federal Reserve Bank’ which 
had no adequate reserves, for 
Chinese legal tender notes in 
North China had also failed. 


In Shanghai, the notes issued 
by the so-called Hua Hsing Com- 
mercial Bank, had slumped even 
more heavily, in spite of the 
Japanese declaration that they 
were of the same value as Chin- 
ese legal tender and convertible 
into any kind of foreign currency.

INFLATION 


To meet Japan’s military ex- 
pense, the Japanese government, 


{the spokesman stated, had issued. 


an enormous. amount of bonds.

Explaining its attitude, the committee says that at 
the London Conference the British Govern- 
ment at first adopted a-conciliatory policy but 
sought to evade issues as soon as it came to a 
discussion of practical proposals. 


The British Government, it is stated, wishes to base 
the new regime in Palestine on the mandatory 
system which, in the Committee’s view is re- 
grettable, since the mandate is at the root of all 
the trouble in that country and _ the starting 
point of all the injustice inflicted on the Arab 


population. 


Although the British Government 
expressed a desire to render Pules- 
tine independent it rendered the 
realisation of this independence con- 
-ditional on the consent of the Jews 
who would never give it.. Similarly, 
‘the British Government claimed the 
right to prolong indefinitely the 
transition period of ten yeat's should 
scircumstances demand it. 

WEAPON FOR JEWS 

In the Committee’s view, it would 
always be easy to create such Cir- 
cumstances and thus delay the 
granting of full independence. Un- 
‘certainty in this respect would be a 
convenient weapon in the hands . of 
the Jews who would leave nothing 
undone to prevent. Palestine attain- 
_ing her independence. Moreover, 
‘the Government proposed would 
have no executive power and con- 
sequently no responsibility. Hence 
it would remain.a mere instrument 
.of British domination. 


The Committee goes on to de- 
-mand the’ immediate formation of a 
government composed of the repre- 
sentatives of all sections of the 
Palestinian. population in proportion 
-to their numerical strength and 
-the appointment of a commission 
wcharged with the task of drawing up

“The great interest and delight 
that I find in Shakespeare ‘is not so 
much in the words as in the study 
of the development of his charac- 
ters, minor as well as major. They 
seem to be of another world, yet al- 
ways they seem to be part of our 
modern life. 

“J think it is the same eager de- 
sire to get away from the real pre- 
sent that leads people to devote 
themselves to crime stories. I am 
not above: swallowing one myself 
as a sort of literary cocktail. 

“But it is as easy to become an 
addict to detective stories as to 
opium and cross-word puzzles, and 
I have preferred to treat them as an 
occasicnal excess. 

“One of the things about which 1 
pick a bone with dictators is that 
they leave so little time for read~ 
ing. For days together they have 
been making speeches. Often I can- 
not read for 20 minutes without a 
visitor coming in and saying, ‘He 
has done it again.” (Laughter). 

“So you see how difficult it is for 
me to get the reading I should like. 
But in those odd moments that 
come to me 1 find relief in those 
excelent. works on fishing that I do 


| not think you would class as litera- 


ture, but which take me back to the 
rivers that I cannot visit in person 
and recall to my mind many of the 
thrilling moments that I would like 
to repeat again. 

“Always, however, I cherish at 
the back of my mind the idea that 
some day I shall have leisure to take _ 


‘| down those serious volumes which 


remain unread upon my shelves. 
And so I conclude by saying to you 
that even a busy man like myself, 
engrossed in the affairs of public 
life, does find change and recrea- 
tion and new strength in reading 
when he can, and he can eke out 
those scanty opportunities by re- 
calling what he has read before and 
anticipating what he will read 
again.”
